V A Proclamation publiſhing an Act of State, and 


His Majeſties command concerning a ſcandalous Paper 
lately diſperſed amongſt many of His Subjects. 


N JHereas a Paper containing many falſhoods, and tending much 


to the diſhonour of His Majeſties late pzoceedings in the pacifi- 
cation given to His Subjects of Scotland, hath been diſperſed in 
PH, 2 divers parts of this Kingdome, whereupon an Act of Councell 
\o/#: 2 | hath been made in theſe woꝛds enſuing: 
{| Dn Sunday the fourth day of Auguſt, one thouland fix hun⸗ 
7 dꝛed thirty and nine, His Majeſty being in Countell, was pleaſed 
to acquaint the Lozds with a Paper which he had ſeen at Barwick, 
entituled, Some conditions of His Majeſties treaty with His Subjects of Scotland are ſer down here for 
remembrance. Which Paper being in molt parts full of falſhood, diſhonour, and ſcandall to 
Nis Majeſties pꝛoteedings in the late pacification given, of His Pꝛintelp grace and good- 
neſſe to his Subjects of Scotland, hath been very frequently ſpzead here in England, and ad- 
bowed by ſome in Scotland to have been appzoved and allowed as truth, by ſome of thole 
Toꝛds of England who attended His Majeſty, and were pzelent at the Pacification in the 
Camp: whereupon the Paper having been read, and His Majeſty commanding thoſe Eng- 
lich Loꝛds to declare their knowledge therein, the Earle Marſhall firſt begun to put Hts 
Majeſty in remembꝛante that ſome few dayes after the Pacification was concluded, ſome of 
the Stottiſh Lozds coming to the Lozd Chamberlains Tent, ſent to ſpeak with him and 
the Earle of Holland, and offered thema certain Paper, which they pꝛetended to have been 
collected foꝛ the help of their memozies, and not otherwiſe, noꝛ to be publiſhed : but the ſaid 
Engliſh Lo2ds very dutifully and diſcreetly refufed to accept that oz any ſuch Paper, but 
referred themſelves totally to the Pacification in wziting; And the ſaid Earle Parſhall 
further declared, that now upon the reading, he foz his part held the ſaid Paper foz the 
molt part falſe and ſcandalous, and no way agreeable to what His Pajeltte expꝛeſſed at 
the Pacificatton, 

Nextthe Loꝛd Chamberlain declared, that he being ready to take Yozſe, and a number 
of his friends about him taking their leave, the Loꝛd Loudun pꝛeſſed him with much im⸗ 
poꝛtunity to receibe a Paper, which he took, not knowing what it contained ; But at night 
when he came to his lodging, doubting it might be ſome luch Paper as had been foꝛmerly 
offered, and was refuſed, took it without reading it, and ſealed it up, and lo kept it untilhe 


tto his Pajeltie at Whicchall ; pzofeſſing that til that time he had never wd aue 


n word of it, noꝛ ſeen any other Copy thereof: which Paper being that which had been di⸗ 
vulged, was the very ſame which his Majeſtie commanded to be read at the Board. 
The Earle of Saliſbury likewiſe deſired to juſkfie himſelk or a particular ſtandall laid upon 
him, that he had received and bꝛought Copies ofthis Paper from the Nozth,which he detla⸗ 
red, could not be, becauſe he was tome away from the Campe befoꝛe that Paper had been of- 
fered, and that he had never leen that noꝛ any copy thereof, befoze his Majeſties return to 
Theobalds. | 
After this the Loꝛd Chamberlain, the Earls of Saliſbury, Holland, and Barkſhire, concurred 
with the Earle Marſhall, that the contents of that Paper were foꝛ the moſt part notozioufly 
ſcandalous, and falle, and contrary to what his Majeſtie clearly erpzeſſed at the Pacification, 

His Majeſtic likewiſe declared, that befoze his coming from Barwick, he ſhewed a Copy 
of this ſcandalous Paper to the Earle of Lynſey, the Earle of Holland, Maſter Treaſurer, 
and Maſter Secretary Coke, who fully concurred in the afozeſaid opinton with the other 
Lows: All which Lozds, and particularly the Earle of Holland, advowed the falſneſſe 
thereof to the faces of thoſe Scottiſh Lozds, who were beleeved to be the dibulgers of it, 
the Loꝛds ok the Countell of Scotland being there likewiſe pꝛelent. 

All which conlidered, the whole Board unanimouſly became humble petitioners to his 
'Majeſtte, that this falſe andfcandalous Paper might be publikely burnt by the Hangman; 
and that his Majeſttes pleaſure might be publiſhed by P2oclamation, that no perſon oz per⸗ 
ſons hereafter, of what degree 02 condition ſoever, pꝛeſume to keep any Copy thereof, but 
that within ten dapes afterthe ſaid P ꝛotlamation publiſhed,every ſuch perſon and perſons 
ſhal deliver to the next Juſtite of Peaceadfoyning to his oz their dwelling,all and ebery Copy 
and Copies thereof, the ſame to be by the ſaid Juſtice of peace immediately ſent oꝛ bought to 
one of his Majeſties pꝛintipall Secretaries, upon perill of incurring the uttermoſt of ſuch 
puniſhments and penalties as by the Laws of this Realme are to be inflictedupon thoſe that 
keep ſuch ſcandalous and leditious Papers. All which was accozdingly oꝛdered and tom⸗ 

manded to beentred into the ConnceU-Book, as an Act of State. 

His Majeſtic therekoꝛe by the advice of his PÞ2ivy Countell, . doth hereby publiſh the ſaid 
Act of State unto all his loving Subjects, to the end that being fozewarned they mayavoid 
thedangers which may enſue by the retaining oꝛ concealing any Copy oꝛ Tranſcript of the 
ſaid Paper. Hereby requiring and ſtraightly charging and commandingall and all manner 
of perſons whomloever, that they pzeſume not to keep any Copie of theſame Paper, but that 
within ten dayes after the publiſhing of this Pꝛotlamation they do deliver all and every Co- 
pie and Copies thereof, oꝛ of any part ot the matter o2 wꝛiting therein contained, unto ſue 
perſons, and accozdingas in the ſaid Act of State is directed; and fully obſerve the whole 
Contents of the ſaid Act actoꝛding to the tenour thereof, upon ſuch pains and penalties as 
by the Lawesand Statutes of this Realme may be inflicted upon them foz ſuch their con: 
tempts and mildemeanours : Hts Majeſlie hereby pardoning and remittingunto ſuch per⸗ 
ſons as have foꝛmerly had any Copie of the ſaid Paper in their cuſtody, and ſhall deliver the 
ſame accoꝛding to the direction of this P2oclamation, all their offences foz their fozmer de⸗ 


taining thercof. Given at His Majeſties Palace of Weſtminſter the eleventh day of Auguſt, 1639.
